Preface 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Members  of  the  Borough  Council: - 

Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District 
drawn  up  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/?0  dated 
January,  1970.  Included  in  the  Report  is  the  Report  of  your  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  at  13. 3  is  lower  than  last  year  and  below 
the  National  Average  of  16.3  per  thousand  population.  The  Standardised 
Death  rate  at  10.9  is  lower  than  lastyeo;r  and  well  below  the  National  Average 
of  11.9  per  thousand  population. 

The  main  causes  of  death.  Heart  and  Circulatory  disease,  cancer  and 
respiratory  illnesses  were  much  as  before.  There  was  one  death  due  to  a 
motor  vehicle  accident,  and  one  suicide. 

Very  fev;  infectious  diseases  occurred,  especially  measles,  of  which 
only  11  cases  were  reported.  This  may  be  due  to  the  beneficial  effects  of 
measles  vaccination  which  is  now  being  carried  out.  One  case  of  suspected 
food  poisoning  wen  investigated  with  negative  results  as  were  several  cases 
of  gastro-enteritis.  These  latter  cases  were  thought  to  be  due  to  a  virus. 
One  Totnes  resident  fell  ill  with  a  severe  attack  of  gastro-enteritis  in 
London,  due  to  an  unnamed  salmonella  organism  labelled  4,12d.  He  remained 
a  symptomless  carrier  of  infection  for  several  months  afterwards  and 
eventually  left  the  area.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 


1. 


There  are  two  hospitals  in  the  town,  The  Totnes  and  District 
Hospital  is  a  general  practitioner  hospital  and  has  24  beds. 
Broomborough  Hospital  has  135  beds  for  chronic  cases.  It  has  a 
maternity  wing  with  13  beds  and  cotsj  this  unit  serves  a  wide  area 
outside  the  town. 


2. 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  the  County  Council 
provides  the  following  services 

Domiciliary  midwives,  home  nurses,  health  visitors,  super¬ 
visory  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  under 
five,  ambulance  services,  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures, 
home  help  services,  and  the  care  of  persons  suffering  from  illness 
or  mental  disorders,  and  the  after  care  of  such  persons. 


Two  district  nurse/mid wives  work  in  the  district  together 
with  a  health  visitor  and  a  nursing  assistant.  A  child  welfare 
clinic  is  held  on  the  first,  third  and  fifth  Monday  in  the  month 
at  the  Borough  Park  Clinic,  and  the  health  visitor  for  the  area 
is  in  attendance.  The  home  help  service  is  nrovided  by  the 
County  Council.  A  chiropody  service  has  been  made  available  for 
the  handicapped,  the  aged,  and  expectant  mothers.  The  ambulance 
service  is  operated  by  voluntary  organisations.  A  "meals  on  wheels" 
service  is  provided  by  the  W.  R.V. S.

Services 


Bacteriological  examinations  of  pathological  specimens  and 
samples  of  milk,  water,  and  ice  cream,  are  carried  out  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Exeter  and  Plymouth.  The  chemical 
analysis  of  water  is  undertaken  by  Public  Analysts  at  Exeter.

Home 


The  Home  Help  Organiser  has  an  office  at  The  Family  Welfare 
Centre,  Pomeroy  House,  Bridgetown,  Totnes,  telephone  No.  Totnes  2 663* 

The  demand  for  this  service  is  ever  increasing  and  provides  essential 
domestic  help  in  cases  of  maternity,  sickness,  convalescence,  old  age 
and  infirmity.  It  is  not  free,  but  those  unable  to  pay  the  full  charges 
are  assessed  according  to  their  means.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS,  1,948  and  1951 

No  action  was  necessary  under  these  Acts  for  the  compulsory  removal 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  No  burials  took  place  under 
Section  50  of  the  1942  Act. 
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Report  of  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 

With  no  changes  in  staff  taking  place  during  the  year,  greater  attention 
was  possible  to  the  routine  work  of  the  Department. 

Delivery  was  taken  of  a  new  refuse  collection  vehicle.  This  replaced  two 
old  side  loaders,  one  of  which  was  retained  as  a  stanaby  vehicle. 


Rearrangement  of  the  collection  routes  resulted  in  a  saving  in  time  and 
this  made  possible  the  introduction  of  bulk  refuse  collection  service  free  to 
householders.  It  is  hoped  that  this  service  will  be  widely  used  and  assist 
towards  improving  the  appearance  of  the  town. 

No  serious  infestations  from  rats,  mice  or  insects  were  experienced  during 
the  year.  Properties  likely  to  infestation  by  rats  receive  regular  inspection 
as  do  the  sewerage  systems. 

Under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  90  out  of  119  registered 
premises  received  a  general  inspection  during  the  year.  36  notices  were  served 
relating  to  79  contraventions,  largely  of  a  minor  nature. 

113  food  hygiene  inspections  were  made  as  against  35  during  1968.  As  a 
result  21  informal  notices  were  served  in  respect  of  171  contraventions. 

The  general  public  gets  less  than  it  sees  and  whilst  many  food  premises 
show  a  veneer  of  some  kind  of  standard,  more  detailed  inspection  shows  many 
instances  of  deficiencies  or  defects  in  facilities,  equipment  and  the  general 
condition  of  food  rooms.  When  considering  food  contamination  and  food  poisoning 
one  sees  many  highly  dubious  practices  which  indicate  a  basis  lack  of  awareness 
of  the  principles  of  food  hygiene.  The  needs  for  general  education  in  this 
sphere  are  very  real  indeed. 

Meat  inspection  was,  as  always,  a  big  drain  on  the  resources  of  the 
D  epartment . 

A  demand  for  increased  productivity  and  thus  speedier  throughput  brought 
dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  management  with  the  speed  at  which  meat  inspect¬ 
ion  was  being  performed.  It  is  unfortunate,  to  say  the  least,  that  the 
discussion  was  reduced  to  one  of  puerile  accusations  which  achieved  nothi  lg 
more  than  a  loss  of  goodwill. 

Inspection,  to  be  more  than  simply  a  gesture,  which  is  what  it  is  now 
becoming,  requires  time  for  its  performance.  A  speed  of  throughput  greatly 
in  excess  of  100  pigs  per  hour  with  but  two  inspectors  on  duty  is  detn.meaia.-i. 
to  the  service  and  not  in  the  public  interest.  Both  with  this  pressure  and  an 
increasing  number  of  pigs  presented  the  physical  and  mental  effort  involved  is 
such  that  the  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  the  Council  will  need  to  consider 
the  appointment  of  an  additional  inspector.  A  review  of  the  scale  of  charges 
for  meat  inspection  under  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  would  perhaps 
help. 
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The  table  showing  incidence  of  disease  emphasises  the  need  for  maintaining 
a  high  standard  of  inspection.  Condemned  meat  is  disposed  of  to  a  processor. 
The  new  Sterilization  Regulations  have  been  implemented  and  all  condemned  meat 
is  now  removed  daily  in  locked  containers  and  record  kept  of  each  consignment. 

The  general  survey  of  older  houses  in  the  town,  completed  in  1969 ,  showed 
154  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Action  had  already  been  taken  in  respect 
of  80,  of  which  37  had  been  made  fit,  13  were  in  the  process  of  improvement  and 
30  subject  of  Orders  or  undertakings.  The  remaining  unfit  houses  will  be  deal.t 
with  at  the  rate  of  about  12  per  annum,  leaving  the  programme  to  be  completed 
in  about  six  years. 

The  Housing  Act  19^9  appeared  on  the  Statute  Book  in  August.  By  the  end 
of  the  year  the  provisions  of  the  Act  were  not  generally  known  and  had  evoked 
no  great  response  from  the  public. 

The  policy  of  the  Council  for  condemned  properties  to  be  retained,  as  far 
as  possible,  and  ultimately  improved,  will  be  further  strengthened  by  the 
introduction  of  a  new  principle  of  grant  aided  repairs  associated  with 
improvement. 

Of  the  75  complaints  investigated  only  eighteen  warranted  the  service  of 
a  written  notice  and  with  one  exception  related  to  the  repair  of  property. 

The  remainder  were  transient  nuisances  or  grievances  dealt  with  by  way  of 
verbal  caution  whenever  appropriate. 

No  statistics  are  contained  in  this  report  on  the  work  of  Local  Authority 
Housing  Management.  Whilst  the  number  of  Council  houses  in  Totnes  is 
relatively  small,  about  600  in  all,  the  amount  of  work  involved  occupies 
some  50a>  of  one  Inspectors1  time  in  addition  to  the  necessary  clerical  duties.

3.  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  (Report  of  the  Borough  Engineer  &  Surveyor) 


It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain  a  standard  of 
effluent  within  the  temporary  limits  laid  down  by  the  Devon  River 
Authority.  The  remedial  scheme  which  was  completed  some  two  to  three 
years  ago  has  been  reasonably  effective  but,  of  course,  it  was  only 
intended  as  a  short  term  measure  and  the  system  which  is  employed  is 
becoming  increasingly  overloaded.  In  particular  sludge  retention  and 
disposal  is  becoming  quite  a  severe  problem  as  this  is  having  to  be 
contained  within  the  limits  of  the  old  site.  Obviously  all  these  factors 
combine  to  emphasise  the  urgent  need  for  new  sewage  treatment  works  which 
is  at  present  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  having 
been  submitted  in  broad  outline  form.
